First Fortnightly Crop Report 


Iseued by Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Agril 19 


The opening of the 1926 crop 
in Alberta finds tha 
moisture conditions in the soil 
average to good. A tairly good 
supply of moisture remained in 
the ground from the heavy 
anowra ard rains last antumn, 
hut thia hae nat heen augmant- 
ed puring the Winter hecause 
of the extremely light snow 
fall, Nevertheleas, the seed hed 
is in aatisfactory condition, and 
and the outleok tor the eoming 
reason may be said to he en- 
couraging. 

The unusually mild winter ex- 
perienced in Alberta was char- 
acterised by the arrival of a 
period of spring-hke weather 
in the middle of March. This 
enabled farmers in several dis- 
tricts in south.western Alberta, 
and in one or two districts in 
the Peace River country to get 
on the land and plowing and 
other work was done. This was 
later suspended owing to cold 
weather with snow. 

Spring operations have now, 
however, been resumed and are 
well* advanced throughout the 
province, Seeding will become 
general this week, In _ the 
south - western districts, with 
the exception of the work done 
during March, the general date 
for the commencement of op- 
erations was April 6, aud work 
has preceeded su far that it was 
to stuart seeding as 
Seeding has

enarly as April 15. 
now become generat in the 
south-western districts, In the 
suuth.eastern districts work on 
the land started April 12, and is 
now general. Seeding is just 
commencing, 

In the more central and nor- 
thern district», epring work is 
now general, but practically no 
seeding has been done, suave in 
the Grand Prairie district, 
where seeding started, April 10, 
This is most unusnal for the far 
notthern distriet, but is evi- 
dence of the extremely open 
winter experienced there, In 
the central districts work on 
the land commenced about Ap- 
ril 15,and is now yeneral, 

The prospects are for a slight 
increase in the srea in spring 
wheat and oats, with a consid- 
erable increase in the southern 
districts of fudder corn and 
sweetclover. The percentage 
of fall plowing done was nexgli- 
gible, and the area planted to 
winter wheat and rye is amall, 
although in one or two districts 
some large fields of both crops 
have been seeded, 

§tock hus wintered well, and 
have been able to feed in the 
open practically throughout 
the winter.

Proper Methods For Care and Feed. | 


Ing Are Described 
When a baby chick leaves its shell 
it needs warmth and rest, but no food 
until it shows positive signs of hun- 
ger, which will be two or three days 
after hatching. Proper methods of 


feeding are deseribed In detall In a, 


new bulletin on poultry feeds and 
feeding issued by the experlmental 
farms and distributed by the Publica- 


tions Branch, Department of Agricul-| 


ture, Ottawa. According to the bul- 
letin, when the chicks are removed to 
their brooding quarters there should 
be some coarse sand or grit and fine 
oyster shell scattered where they can 
have free access to {t. For tho first 
few days, after feeding Is begun, they 
should receive dry mash five or six 
times a day, and then they should be 
given small quantities of chick scratch 


feed. <A good rotation for this period | 


consists of one part each of shorts, 
middlings, cornmeal and oat flour, half 
a part of fino meat meal and a little 
fine table salt, about 14 to % of one 
per cent. If there {s no bone In the 
meat meal five per cent. bone meal is 
substituted for an equal amount of 
meat meal. 

Grit or oyster shell is provided when 
mash ts fed. Fountains of milk and 
water, which should be renewed often, 
are kept before the flock fit all times.
